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The School and its Founders. 

The Creighton College of Law is one of the four professional depart- 
ments of The Creighton University, and was opened in October, 1904, with 
temporary quarters in the building occupied by the Medical Department, 
removing in 1905 to the Edward Creighton Institute, a large, modern build- 
ing erected for the joint use of the Law and Dental Departments. 

P'rom the beginning its success was assured because of the hearty sup- 
port given it by the Douglas County Bench and Bar, and because Omaha, 
the metropolis of Nebraska, and the gateway of the West, aflForded clinical 
advantages and opportunities for student employment unequalled in any 
law school city for five hundred miles around. Students were quick to 
perceive that they could scarcely overestimate the value of obtaining their 
professional training from men who were first of all graduates of the 
leading law schools of the country, and who had supplemented their theo- 
retical preparation by the labors of actual practice: and moreover, it was 
easily apparent to any one who gave the subject much careful thought that 
there was a peculiar significance in the growth of large educational insti- 
tutions in the great cities. It was evident that where the largest business 
interests were, would be found the ablest lawyers and judges with the most 
■ varied experience, thus making it possible for a law school located in such 
a vicinity to obtain the highest talent for its staff of professors. Then too 
an advantage which appealed with peculiar force to students under neces- 
sity of earning part or all of their expenses while studying, was the oppor- 
tunity afforded by a large city for student employment. Other students, 
more, blessed with this world's goods, perceived that in this modern day the 
law has become a many-sided profession, and can reach its fullest develop- 
ment only in the large centers of population, with their distinctive metro- 
politan atmosphere, as imperceptible but quite as important a factor in mental 
growth and professional development as is the air we breathe in our physical 
growth and bodily development. Accordingly, there was something in 
the new department and its surroundings which appealed to "many men of 
many minds'* and it would be but stating the simple truth to say that 
from the beginning the Creighton College of Law took on a thoroughly 
cosmopolitan aspect, attracting; students from many different states, and from 
many different stations in life. 

The standard of entrance and graduation requirements has been steadily 
advanced until the department now stands in the forefront of American 
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Law Schools. In August 1907 it was admitted into the Association of 
American Law Schools, an organization into which only about one-third 
of the law schools of the country have been able to gain admission : and 
later in the same yeaf the Legislature of Nebraska passed a law designed 
to extend to the School the privilege enjoyed by the Law Department of 
the State University of recommending its graduates for admission to the 
bar without examination. On December 3, 1907, the Chief Justice of 
the Supreme Court of Nebraska signed the following order: 



SUPREME COURT OF NEBRASKA, { 
December 3. September Term, A. D. 1907. j 

In The Matter Of The Creighton College of Law. 

Now on this 3rd day of December, 1907, this matter having come on 
to be heard on the application of The Creighton University, and the showing 
filed in support thereof, the Court finds: 

First. That Creighton College of Law is a department of The Creighton 
University. 

Second. That said Creighton College of Law is a college of law in 
this state, having entrance requirements and a course of study equal and 
equivalent to those of the law school of the University of Nebraska. 

Third. That said Creighton College of Law is a member of the Asso- 
ciation of American Law Schools. 

IT IS THEREFORE CONSIDERED AND ORDERED BY 
THE COURT that Creighton College of Law be, and the same hereby is, 
designated as a college of law whose graduates shall be admitted to the bar 
without examination.

They were men of heroic 
stature, moral, mental and physical ; their achievements were herculean, and 
they deserve the warmest admiration and the profoundest respect of every 
man, and particularly of all who are privileged to acknowledge themselves 
students of The Creighton University.

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What of the Future? 

Oration delivered by Edward F. Leary, '07. at the Commencement Exercises. May 29, 1907. 

As a man gazing out on the ocean thinks of its vastness, so tonight, wc 
of the class of 1907, standing on the shores of this great profession of law, 
are impressed by the magnitude of the tasks we have undertaken, by the hazards 
and responsibilities of the voyage on which we are embarking. We appreciate 
that in legal lore we have attained only a small bright oasis of knowledge, and 
are surrounded on all sides by a vast unexplored region of mystery. We realize 
that justice is one of the great interests of man on earth, ard come to its bar 
conscious of the limitations of our powers and ability. Primarily our trust w'c 
place in the principles taught us within the w^alls of this University. Supple- 
ment their influence by a life of application to the labors of our profession, and 
who shall measure the couisc that the humble postulant may not yet run? 

Tonight there comes to us the question, w'hat shall be our ideals, our ambi- 
tions, our purposes as we mo\t onward to the goal of our desires? The struggles 
and sacrifices of college days have passed. At length we contemplate the Mecca 
of our long pilgrimage — introduction into professional lif:\ Why this pursuit of 
knowledge, this yearning to stand forth as men of the profession : It seems 
to me not inappropriate that 1 outline, though in a feeble way, the motives that 
beckoned us on through the days of our novitiate. 

We have labored that life in its fullest and best sense might be ours; that 
the pleasures of the cultivated intellect might bless us, that th? inspirations of 
our own hearths, reared by our own efforts amidst comfort and ease might 
spur us on to higher achievement, th?t doing man's w^ork, w^e might live as 
men and win the highest prizes of human seeking. 

We have labored that we might stand as men among men, thi't as experience 
broadened cur judgments our opinions might be sought and valued, that cur 
talents in their fullest development might win appreciation, that the honors of 
life might be our recomp-ense. that in this republic we mi'^bt have some share 
in the guidance and control of the destinies of government. 

W^e have labored that wc might accomplish something which would endure, 
that with death our star mighl not sink into oblivion, that our memory mighl 
live in the regard of our coimtrymen. that cur public acts n.i2:ht form their 
impress on the scroll of our country's history and th?t when the final curtiin 
should have rung in our car?er some human being throuo:^h our deeds mi'jht 
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have found the world better, and the skies brighter and the stars of God shining;: 
with clearer lig^ht, because wc had lived and loved and served in our day. 

Man longs for life, for influence, for power, for masterv. for the perpetua- 
tion of his thoughts and purposes and the building of an abiding n^emcry. P>ut 
in what profession or avocation of life is there a stronger possibility of the 
reaHzation of all these things than in the law- ? No profession, save the ministry, 
demands so much consideration of the world, none holds higher ideals for the 
young man. Its scope embraces all commerce, all the functions of government, 
all the concerns of the human race, the tragedies of life, the hai:es and aspira- 
tions of a people. 

However inadequately piepared then for the practice, this night may find 
my classmates and myself, it finds us w-ith a detp love and reverence for our 
chosen profession. And the strongest desire of our hearts is that in its wisdom 
and blessings, we may flourish and grow old. 

Kind friends and professors, from the shades of this university and your 
society and instruction, we tuin regretfully away. It shall ever be counted our 
good fortune that early we came under your moulding hand. To sit at your 
feet has been a liberal educatlf^n, to have mot you in the lecture room and office, 
to have received your friendlv counsel and patient instruction, have been privi- 
leges inestimable. But the road parts and w^e follow different courses. It is 
cur lot now to breathe a different air, to view different scenery, to see everything- 
from a different standpoint, to move to another point on life's firing line. More 
than ever are we now to be a part of the world's great machinery, more than 
ever are our acts and our thoughts and our words to reflect themselves on 
things about us. Gaining the possession of our long sought heritage, then, may 
its attainment broaden and better our characters. May the plumes with which 
this college has tonight bedecked us never be lowered in an ignoble compromise 
nor trailed in a dishonorable defeat. May the receding years chronicle lives 
well spent and may our standards and our actions ever b? oxempbrs to all 
mankind of the spirit of the craining this university has imparted. 
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Our Task. 

Oration delivered by Raymond G. Young, '08, at the Commencement Exercises. May 9, 1908. 

God's text book is historv. His lessons are written in the lives of men and 
nations. The end of all his teachings is that men may learn the Universal Truth. 
To the extent that men and nations have found and appropriated Truth they 
have become great, worthy of continued life, and capable of higher attainments. 

In the evolutionary progress of the race, the point was reached where free, 
popular government became possible. It was the highest point to which the 
world had risen. But it was not an unmixed good. Men were good and bad, 
strong and weak and their institutions must partake of their own natures. Thus 
it was that the Anierican system of government was an experiment. 

The old world statesmen, watching from a distance, saw the strength and 
the weakness of popular government and without questioning the justice of a 
government of the people by the people themselves, doubted its stability. Fifty 
years ago Lord Macaulay wrote: 

*'The day will come when in the State of Xew York a multitude of p?ople. 
none of whom have had more than half a dinner will choose a legislature. Is it 
possible to doubt what sort of Legislature will he chosen? On one side 
is a statesman preaching patience, respect for vested rights, strict observance of 
public faith. On the other is n demogogue ranting about the tyranny of capitalists 
and usurers, and asking why anybody should be permitted to drink champagne 
and ride in a carriage, when thousands of honest fclks are in want of neces- 
sities. Which of the two candidates is likely to be preferred by a workingman 
who hears his children cry for more bread? 

Either some Caesar or Napoleon will seize the reins of government with a 
strong hand, or your republic will be in the twentieth century as the Roman Em- 
pire was in the fifth, with this difference that the Huns and Vandals who ravaged 
the Roman Empire came from without, while your Huns and Vandals will be 
engendered within your own country, and by your own institutions." 

Truly a startling prophecy! But, we who have had the benefits of a half 
century of American history since those words were written, know that our 
.people are too religiously devoted to law and order to ravage their own country 
and make of their grievances a devouring scourge to destroy their own cause. 
The social and industrial problem of which the great historian wrote, has con- 
fronted us and it is being sr«lved, not by revolution and bloodshed, but by a 
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world-wide reform, the most important social and political movement since the 
Renaissance. 

It will not be denied that a great change is in progress. We are leaving 
the age of sham and show, oppression and tyranny. We are entering the era of 
true values, of the world-view, of genuine soul-expansion. Men are forsaking^ 
narrow and selfish creeds and customs to accept the broad and tolerant principles 
of the greater good of all the people. 

Everywhere, men are realizing that the old fallacy which regards competi- 
tion as the life of trade, is a monument to the barbarous selfishness and egotism 
of the race, and must inevitably be superseded by the gospel of true co-opera- 
tion when the energy wasted in wars and frauds and persecution will be utilized 
in building a greater civilization and lifting men from the sordid to the divine. 
Hut the passing of the old and the advent of the new must be as lawful and orderly 
as the fading of the night and the dawning of the morning. Confiscation and riot, 
spoliation and crime m.ust be averted. The battle must be won without resort 
to force. 

In this transition lies the duty, the privilege, the opportunity of the states- 
man and the lawyer. The lawyer of the future will answer to the call, for civic 
righteousness is the keynote of his profession, and all its traditions inspire him 
with a love of truth and honor. And those who have preceded him have set the 
standard of excellence so high that all his resources will be needed to meet its 
rc(iuirements. 

In every reform movement in the history of the world the hand and brain 
of the lawyer have played an important part. Not a public highway, nor a splen- 
did building, nor a great aggregation of capital, nor a great organization of peo- 
ple, nor a good law, nor any other civilizing and refining influence but bears elo- 
quent tribute to his ability and his faithfulness. In legislative halls he makes the 
laws. In his daily work he honors and obeys them, l^pon the bench he expounds 
diem. In public office he enforces them. In his private life and his public practice 
order and fairness and equity are his guiding principles. 

Take from history, the courageous, vitalizing, enlightening influence of the 
lawyer, and the world would today be groping in the ignorance and superstition 
ol the dark ages. It was Moses, the lawyer and law-giver, who led the Lord's 
own people from bondage into freedom. Plato the lawyer became the master of 
philosophy ; Demosthenes, the lawyer, was the world's greatest orator ; Justinian 
the lawyer compiled the monumental code of Roman Law. It was Cicero, the 
lawyer, whose eloquence and devotion are the shame of cowards and traitors 
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everywhere. It was the tiery Pitt in England and ard the fearless Patrick 
Henry in America, both lawyers, who denounced the tyranny of the mother 
country and inspired the wondering colonists with a w^ld enthusiasm that made 
the nation. JefTerson, the lawyer, wrote the Declaration of Independence and 
burned his patriotic fervor into the heart and soul of his people. 

In the dark and gloomy days, when the young nation struggled for its life, 
the statesmanship of Washington was seasoned and guided by the constructive 
genius of his legal advisers and co-workers. Hamilton, the financial wizzard, 
who was, according to Dr. Ridpath, "the first and perhaps the greatest expounder 
of constitutional liberty in America," Madison the philosopher, who taught the 
people the science of government, Jefferson, the strong, unbending, uncrompro- 
mising leader. It was Marshall, the lawyer, whose profound learning and invin- 
cible logic dispelled all doubt of the nation's power to perform the functions and 
enjoy the privileges of sovereignty and laid a firm foundation for our American 
jurisprudence. Webster. Hayne, Clay, Calhoun, Douglas and other leaders of 
their time were lawyers. It was Lincoln, the lawyer, whose well-trained mind 
and prophetic eye foresaw^ the inevitable death-struggle cf the two civilizations, 
the feudal and the free, and the ultimate triumph of Right. 

In our own day the great advance movements that make the world better 
are planned and led by lawyers. It is they who direct the power of wealth, they 
who protect the peoples' property and who defend the peoples' rights. It w?s 
Folk, the lawyer, who quietly, nobly, fearlessly, broke the power of the boodler 
?nd placed the leading representatives of society's greatest foe in the service of 
the state where for the first lime in their lives, they did some useful work. It 
was Heney, the lawyer, who disenthroned the criminals of the Northwest, and 
brought the San Franciscci^ outlaws to their well-earned punishment at the bar 
of public opinion. It was Hughes, the lawyer, who dared ignore the sus- 
picions and criticisms of the people, to do his plain duty. It is the present 
Supreme Court of the United States, composed of great and good lawyers, 
wdio have hut recently added lustre to the roll by denying to the states the 
right to distort the Constitution of the United States at their own sw^eet 
wills. They have realized, as Marshall and Story realized, that in our 
Constiution and our laws and the strength of the Federal government is our 
only hope, and that usurpation by a state legislature is quite as dangerous as 
usurpation by a mob. 

It w-as the lawyers of the past who breathed their ideals into the life of our 
country, and it will be the lawyers of the future who will build a grander and 
more enduring civilization upon this continent. The lawyer of the next gener- 
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ation will edjust methods and institutions to meet the changed conditions. He 
will serve his age no more devotedly than the lawyer of the past, but differ- 
ently because the times and the needs will be different. 

He will begin his reforms at home. He will see to it that his private life 
is a credit to the profession and he will then demand that only the morally 
good be permitted to engage in the practice. He will exert himself, not to fill the 
record with error, but to keep it free from error. He will use his influence to 
prevent the remanding of a case for error unless justice requires a new trial. 
He will do his work with diligence and dispatch and seek to overcome the law's 
delays. He will prepare himself for the most efficient service and demand that 
only those who are likely to be good citizens ard good lawyers be admitted 
to the ranks. 

He will continue to be the connecting link between the two great classes 
of society. He will teach his people the world-old truth that "righteousness 
exalteth a nation." He will bring them together upon the ground of their 
common humanity, their common love of country, their unity of hope and aspira- 
tion. He will teach them that the gain of one is the gain of all, the loss of 
one the misfortune of many, and that industrial warfare defeats its own end. 

The power that renders insecure the property and curtails the legitimate 
opportunity of the millionaire is, in the same degree a menace to the personal 
liberty of the humblest citizen ; and the unjust interference with the toiler's right 
to exact a living wage for his services and to provide a suitable n^aintenance for 
his family should be ro more alarming to the laborer than to the richest cor- 
poration. The Captain Kidd method of financiering is the greatest foe that 
honest capital has to fear; and the indiscriminate attack upon wealth and the 
prestige and power incident to it is working the greatest injury to the cause of 
labor. Great corporations must have, at the hand of juries, the same impar- 
tiality that their employees must receive from judges. And every man's right 
to receive and have what he can honestly earn is as sacred and inviolable as 
his right to be heard before he is condemned or to think his own thoughts and 
hold his own opinions without molestation ; and in this regard it is of no im- 
portance whether he be merchant or broker or lawyer, farmer or mechanic or 
coachman ; whether he leave the world richer than he found it, by a masterpiece 
of sculpture, a perfect poem or a rescued soul, by a great railroad, a good law 
or only an example of an humble honest life; whether he be a man of rare 
genius, upon whose brow the Almighty has placed the stamp of greatness, or 
only a simple toiler, "a youth to fortune and to fame unknown." 

This, then, is th-e task of the lawyer of the future ; to suppress the tyrant 
and restrain the mob; to take the leading part in maintaining social equilibrium; 
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to defeat injustice and destroy demogoguery ; to perform the duties of his pro- 
fession, not alone to make money, not to make a living, but to make destiny. 

It is a task worthy of the best effort that ever man put forth in any cause. 
And, though we may not reach the highest pinnacle of usefulness in our pro- 
fession, we shall have succeeded when we have done our best. 

Ruskin has said: ''It is no man's business whether he has genius or not; 
work he must, whatever he is, but quietly and steadily; and the natural and 
enforced results of such work will be always the thing God meant him to do and 
v/ill be his best.'' 

If we fail in discharging our obligations, commensurate with our oppor- 
tunities, it will be the loss not of ourselves alone, but of mankind. If we suc- 
ceed, our whole life-work will be our contribution to the spirit of the age that 
is to be, when hate and envy and avarice shall be displaced by true nobility and 
altruism and he will be greatest who has best performed his service to 
humanity. 

Valedictory. 

Gentlemen of the Cla^s of 1908: 

Now our days of preparation are over. Our ways must part. Each must 
pursue his own course into the great busy work-a-day world of thought and 
action where the value of principles and ideals consists in living them. When 
the brain is weary and the heart is heavy with the toil and struggle, one thought 
of the noble institution whose name we must honor, will strengthen our courage 
and renew our hope. 

We have learned to love The Creighton University not only as every loyai 
student loves his alma mater, but because it is the embodiment of those prin- 
ciples to which young men of this twentieth century instinctively turn for inspira- 
tion. It breathes the free, untrammeled spirit of the West. It offers equal 
opportunity to every man without regard to creed or belief, race or condi- 
tions. It bears the standard of the ''square deal." It trains men to be archi- 
tects of their own fortunes. It crystallizes ambition and presents to the aspiring 
youth the possibility of sublime attainment. If we cling to the ideals we have 
liere formed, our lives will be a blessing and a benediction.

'The greatest man is he who chooses the right with invincible reso- 
lution ; who resists the sorest temptations from within and without ; who bears 
the heaviest burdens cheerfully; who is calmest in storms and most fearless 
under menace and frowns ; and whose reliance on truth, on virtue and on God 
is most unfaltering." 
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The Young Lawyer's Ideal. 

HARLAND L. MOSSMAN. '09 

Every profession has its ideals towards which it works. As it approaches 
those ideals the standard of the profession is raised, its sphere of influence 
enlarged, and its effect on the advance of civilization increased. It is often 
said that the young are idealists. I think this is true and it is well that it is so 
for it is ever the ideal that leads on to duty and to progress. Without ideals 
there would be no progress, there would be no beacon light to guide us through 
the gloom of reality to the brightness of a better civilization which lies beyond. 

A calling or a profession is judged by the ideals of the individuals who 
follow it. WTiat are the ideals of the young lawyer? 

A study of history shows that the great leaders in the civilization of the 
world have been men trained in legal lore. From the time of Moses to the 
present day, the people of all countries have looked to the lawyers to lead them. 
As a soldier, as a writer, as a philosopher, as a statesman, as a judge, as a 
leader of the advanced thought of the age in which he has lived, the lawyer has 
always, without exception, been in the forefront of the onward march of civil- 
ization. In his community, in his state, in the nation in which he lives, the 
lawyer is looked to as a leader in all things w^hich tend to establish justice, to 
bring about the brotherhood of man, and to give to the world a higher and a 
more en<luring civilization. 

Such has been the work of the men w'ho have gone before in the profes- 
sion. To follow them without thought of personal advantage, but with the 
purpose of removing from the lives of future generations some of the discords 
and sorrows of this, to add the years of his life to the struggle in which Justice 
ever seeks to triumph, is the ideal of the young lawyer, the ideal of the Creighton 
law student. 
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The law is regarded at Creightoii not only as a science, but also as an art, 
and therefore the theoretical side of the profession is not developed to the 
neglect of the practical side; but rather, both sides are developed together to 
t!ie end that the Creighton graduate may leave his college fully equipped, not 
iiierely for the scientific phase of his life's work, but also for its practical 
phase. Hence, the Moct Court has ever been regarded as one of the most 
important features of the School's training; attendance is compulsory on the 
part of all students not specially excused, and no stone is left unturned to 
make the sessions instructive in the highest degree. 

Statements of fact, prepared by the faculty, are made the basis of the 
trials ; two Juniors and two Seniors are assigned to each case as attorneys, and 
the Freshmen serve as parties, witnesses and jurors. The sessions are con- 
ducted exactly like the sessions of regular courts ; pleadings are prepared, process 
is served, the jury is empanelled, witnesses are sworn and examined, and ques- 
tions of law and fact arc argued just as if the case were a real one in a real 
court room. 

At the close of the trial, after the jury has disagreed or found for one of 
the parties, the presidin.g judge goes over the m.ore important features of the 
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case, and impresses upon the students the points of special importance which 
have arisen. 

Many hidicrous situations present themselves, ard not a case is tried 
without its share of fun for those in attendance. Thus combining instruction 
with entertainment, the sessions of the Court have been very popular. 

During the year each Senior and Junior must appeal at least one case to 
the Appellate Branch of the Moot Court, preparing a typewritten brief, and 
making an oral argument. In addition, each Senior is required to sit as judge 
in at least two appealed cases, in which he prepares a written opinion after 
hearing the argument of opposing counsel, and conferring with his brother 
justices. 

The Moot Court's success is largely attributable to the self-sacrifice of 
its Director, Hon. Duncan M. Vinsonhaler. whose interest in the work was 
never-failing, and whose presence as trial judge was a guarantee that the work 
would proceed in an orderly manner, and to the great benefit of all. Genial, 
patient, sympathetic, helpful always, *'The Judge," as he is familiarly called, 
contributed in no small degree to the success of the year's work, and those 
who have profited so largely by his eflForts will always have a warm spot for him 
in their heart of hearts. 

But the Director was ably assisted by other members of the local Bench 
and Bar, who, when press of professional duties prevented his presiding, were 
quick to fill his place. The Editorial Board therefore takes pleasure in pre- 
senting the pictures and biographical sketches of these helpful friends to whom 
every man who attended the Moot Court sessions owes a debt of gratitude.

Last September, shortly after the reconvening of the classes, the Moderator 
cf the Debating Society, Rev. William F. Dooley, S. J., called the first meeting, 
and when the society had met a committee composed of William P. Sternberg, 
Charles B. Woodrum and William H. Shaw was appointed, the program for 
the year mapped out, and Eugene D. O'Sullivan was elected Secretary. 

Meetings were held weekly, and a number of very interesting and debat- 
able questions were discussed, among the number being the following: Resolved: 
That Congress should proceed to a general revision of the tariff schedules for 
the purpose of reducing duties; That the electoral college should be abolished; 
That government ownership of railroads is desirable; That municipalities should 
own, operate and control such public utilities as water, gas and electric light- 
ing plants and street railways : That United States senators should be elected 
by a direct vote of the people ; That the United States should retain permanent 
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possession of the Philippine Islands; That the policy of concliulinfi^ reciprocal 
commercial treaties with Canada and Sonth America is a wise one; That a 
constitutional amendment should be adopted, giving Congress exclusive power 
to regulate marriage and divorce in the United States. 

These questions were very interesting to us as students of the Law De- 
j^artment because they are live questions, questions which are agitating the 
public mind today. 

Debating, though one of the elective branches, and one which is styled by 
many as a lost art, is very strongly recomm.ended by ?11 the members of the 
{;5cn1ty, and it has been encouraged by them on every appropriate occasion. 
The good to be derived from spirited, well regulated debate can scarcely be 
over-estimated ?s it is the one sure way of developing into a fluent speaker 
and a ready, forceful thinker. These are the qualities which a successful lawyer 
must possess. It does not matter how well educated a man may be in any 
branch of the law, or how much he specializes, if he is unable to use promptly 
from his store-house of Ie?rning, and impart the knowledge he has acquired in 
an orderly, forceful and pleasing manner when the occasion demands, his edu- 
cation will avail him but little. Just as the man with active body in this work- 
a-day world will excel in the humbler walks of life, leaving the sluggard fai 
in the wake, so the man with the active mind leads his contemporaries in this 
busy twentieth century when legions are fighting for mental supremacy. 

The students of the Law Department have taken a great deal of interest 
in debating, and have with pleasure assumed the burden of representing the 
University in the recent contests with other L'niversities. 

In 1908 the Law Department eng?gcd to meet the University of South 
Dakota in a series of two debates. Last year the debate was held at Vermillion, 
South Dakota : Creighton's representatives were Harland L. Mossman, Hugh 
j. lioyle, Arthur W. Procter rnd Charles Haffke, the latter being alternate. 

The return debate was held this year in Omaha on March 9th, the repre- 
sentatives of the L'Uiversity being Charles J. Thielen, William P. Sternberg, 
Eugene D. O'SuIlivan and James M. Lanigan, alternate. The question dis- 
cussed was: Resolved, That the Galveston Plan of City Government by a 
r»oard of Commissioners insures increase of eflF^iency combined with decrease 
of corruption in city affairs. As Creighton submitted the question, the choice 
of sides was loft to South Dakota who chose the affirmative. 

The method of selecting the Creighton team was as follows: each student 
wishing to enter the contest submitted a manuscript containing not more than 
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30CX) words upon either side of the question. These manuscripts were then 
graded by judges who did not know the writers. 

The successful contestants then delivered their speeches in the presence 
of a new set of judges, Messrs. Simeral, Wakeley, and Merten. all attorneys 
at the Douglas County Bar. The results of both contests were then averaged 
and the six men whose combined grades were highest were assigiied to debate 
the question, being assigned according to rank alternately, beginning with the 
affirmative. On the debate the judges picked the best four speakers, the three 
highest comprising the team ^nd the fourth the alternate. 

The successful organization of the society in the first instance is due to 
the earnest and untiring labors of Professor Paul L. Martin ; through his efforts 
the society became a reality. To our Moderator, Rev. William F. Dc:oley. S. J., 
is due no small rmount of praise and thanks. Though an exceptionally busy 
man, he did not begrudge a certain allotted time every week during which he 
met with us and not only by his presence lent stimulus to our efforts, but 
imparted much valuable information about debating. The members of the 
society unite in tendering Father Dooley and Mr. Martin their sincere thanks 
for their interest.

DriscoU vs. Buddha. 

This was an action on the case in which the plaintiff sought to recover a 
cigar awarded by the referee in a previous suit. The case grew out of a wager 
between the plaintiff and the defendant on a point of law. The disputed ques- 
tion had been transcribed to paper and read as follows: "May the holder of a 
fee simple estate be enjoined for malicious waste by those having an executory 
interest therein?" After a finding for the plaintiff who supported the affirma- 
tive of the question the defendant moved to have the case "squashed*' on the 
grounds that ist the word **malicious" had been interpolated-forged by the 
plaintiff. He contended, therefore by said forgery the plaintiff had him (the 
defendant) fouled and cited Fitz vs. C. 2nd, that the defendant had quit tho 
use of tobacco on the first day of January, 1909 and was, therefore, not in x 
position to profit by a judgment in case it should be found in his favor and 
cited Reg. vs. C. 

To the first allegation the plaintiff replied that the defendant was a high 
pressure prevaricator; to the second, he entered a general demurrer and sug- 
gested (in parenthesis) that defendant could bequeath said cigar to a friend if 
liC had one. 

The defendant telephoned in a cross-plea declaring that he had entered 
the suit with the belief that the plaintiff was a gentleman and cited Reg. vs. B. 
To this the plaintiff demurred again calling attention to the advantage that 
defendant had over him in that respect. The defendant now phoned in a writ 
of trespass quare clausum fregit et asportavit his reputation, citing Taylor vs. 
Perkins. 

After all the judges in England, United States and Canada had found for 
ihe plaintiff, the defendant moved for a stay of execution ad infinitum setting 
up bankruptcy and stating that he had been associated with Hall & Stout last 
vacation and that he had written a valuable work on Federal Procedure and by

The unforseen and to us yet unrevealed contingencies of the years in juxta- 
position with the present do not inveigle us into super-hysterical convolutions or 
contortionistic effervescence of maneuver by the stupendousness of their ponder- 
osity."
